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Now it is illegal to ride a motorcycle off 
the road in the four most populous counties 
in California, without written permission 
from the owner of the land. 

At this writing, to our knowledge, there 
are only four places in all of San Bernardino, 
Los Angeles, Riverside and Orange Counties 
where the motorcycling public may legally 
ride for fun — Saddleback Park in Orange, 
Osteens in Pomona, Butterfield Country near 
Hemet and Indian Dunes in Valencia, 
California. 

The ordinances creating this unpleasant 
situation were passed as recently as last week, 
while Cycle News was on vacation. Riverside 
County made dirt riding illegal on December 
28, although the ordinance will not be 
enforced until Jan. 28. 

There was no way we could stop it from 
happening. The only two other m/c recreation 
parks being planned for the distant future 
(Point Mugu and Camp Irwin) face stiff 
opposition. 

What we have here is a crisis affecting one 
million motercycle users, many of whom are 
probably breaking the law right now, without 
knowing it, by ridirfg. where they do not have 
written permission to be...

Committee headed by John Taylor of New 
York, with whom your publisher now serves 
as a committeeman. 

Meeting with the deputy director of the 
California State Park and Recreation Dept., 
the ^ committeemen and the state's man 
produced planned proposals for state-owned 
motorcycle recreation facilities, funded by a 
new off-road m/c registration fee of $5 per 
уеаг. 

The MIC is proceeding with all deliberate 
speed to recommend this joint plan to the 
state legislature for emergency enactment. If 
passed this session, the state may be able to 
start obtaining and maintaining lands to ease 
the crisis by sometime in 1973. 

M.O.R.E. lobbyist Russ Sanford was 
recommended by the state to carry the 
proposal through the legislative process as 
soon as it is approved by MIC. At that time, 
Cycle News will spell out the plan in detail for 
the motorcycle public and ask anyone 
concerned to send letters to his or her 
legislators regarding the proposal. It will take 
tens of thousands of letters and telegrams to 
pass the plan and save our off-road sport for 
ourselves and posterity. 

For the present, staff writer Ron 
Schneiders will be seeking other places in the 
4-county area where motorcycles still may 
ride and we will try to publish the findings, 
along with whatever limits or restrictions may 
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be required. This series on "Where You MAY 
Ride" will start with the earliest possible 
issue. 

Meanwhile, we remind readers that even 
unfair laws must be respected. Please do not 
burden law enforcement by surreptitiously 
riding where it is not allowed. The situation is 
already bad enough. 

Everyone is urged to do what can be done 
to lift the ban in their home county. Put a 
silencer on your playbike or park it 
permanently. Seek permission to ride on 
public and private parcels. Petition County 
Boards of Supervisors for help. Write letters 
to local newspapers telling what’s been done 
to choke off our recreation and why you 
think off-road motorcycle riding should 
continue. Send your support to M.O.R.E. 

Dealers in every state are urgently 
requested to join the M.I.C. Associate 
Member Program, particularly dealers in 
California, who are now faced with imminent 
bankruptcy. | urge every dealer in California 
to send $160 immediately to MIC, care of 
Paul McCrillis, 1001 Connecticut Ave., 
Washington, D.C. 20036 and set aside a few 
hours this year to organize a state dealer 
association affiliated with the M.I.C. . If 
necessary, motorcycle enthusiasts may be 
asked to boycott dealers who do not care 
enough about their customers to support the 
only hope we have of saving our sport.

Ascot Season Finale 


GARDENA, CALIF., Dec. 27, 1970 — 
Jim Rice returned to his National 
Circuit form today and dominated an 
impressive field of competitors vying for 
the State’s Half Mile Championship at 
Ascot Park, 

From start to finish it was Rice, 
winner of six AMA Nationals this past 
season, holding off the hard-charging 
Number One plater for ‘71, Gene 
Romero. 

For the first six laps of the 15-lapper, 
Romero tailgated the healthy BSA of 
Rice’s but at the half-way point, he 
began concentrating on holding down 
second as Rice’s lead increased. When 
Rice began to let off on the gas in the 
late stages Romero made a final drive to 
catch up; in vain, however, as Rice still 
held a comfortable lead when the 
checkered fell. 

Overall, the race was fairly well 
consistent. Eddie Mulder maintained 
third all the way and Cal Rayborn, the 
world’s fastest man on two-wheels, held 
fourth until the 13th lap when Tom 
Rockwood took that position over. 

Rockwood made a fine showing after 
starting off poorly. He was sixth on lap 
two and dropped to seventh on the next 
lap but regained his composure and 
repassed Eddie Wirth several ovals later. 
By the 10th lap he had moved into fifth 
to set up his catching of Rayborn. 

Rice came nowhere near dominating 
his earlier heat race as he had to battle 
from fifth place all the way to first in 
the five-lap go, passing Lloyd Houchins 
in the final turn of the last lap. 

Romero found his way directly to 
the Expert Main via a second heat 
flag-to-flag win over Mulder, as did 
Rayborn in the third against Sonny 
Burres. 

Season  high-point man in the 
Amateur division, John Hateley, came 
up against a tough competitor in Don 
Emde and the result was one of the 
finest races of the day. For nine of the 
ten laps, Emde, who picks up an Expert 
rating next year as well as a National 
Number, controlled the pack despite 
Hateley’s hard charging. But the final 
lap spelled doom as Hateley took 
advantage’ when Emde missed the 





After winning the Novice Main, Ken Roberts plays around. 
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groove and went on to win. Al Kenyon 
was third. 

Hateley rode a magnificent race as he 
was forced to recover from a poor start 
which had him running fifth 20% 
through the race. He skipped up to 
fourth on lap four and really caught 
hold on the fifth when he blasted into 
second. 

The State TT Novice winner here 
two weeks earlier, Kenny Roberts, 


returned from the North country and 
won the honors in today’s 880-yarder. 

Gary Scott provided the only stiff 
competition for Roberts but he was 
forced out of contention with engine 
troubles, leaving second place to Loyal 
Penn followed by Scott Brelsford. 

The races had originally been 
scheduled for Dec. 20, but the 
pre-Christmas rain caused a week's 
postponement which resulted, 
apparently, in the disappearance of 
many of -the expected top_ riders 
including Dave Aldana, Don Castro, 
Mert Lawwil and Mark Brelsford. 
Threats of rain also cut down today's 
attendance.

OUT IN THE OPEN 


This letter is to bring to the attention 
of all the motorcycle racers some of the 
actions taken by the American 
Motorcycle Assn. Executive Committee, 
and a small number of professional 
racers. 

At the last Executive Meeting it was 
brought out that since the American 
Motorcycle Assn. Congress had tabled 
the proposal to change the rider number 
system 1-99; that it had meant the 
congress had voted to revert back to the 
old system. 

What the Congress majority didn’t 
know was that in Feb. and again in 
April the Executive Committee had 
changed the number system 1-99. Why 
then was this not made common 
knowledge? 

Then a few racers, and: a few 
manufacturers decided that there were 
simply too many Nationals; regardless 
of what the money was, and so went 
about seeing what they could do about 
it. It was then that Gene Romero 
apparently decided that he should be a 
rider representative, and showed up at 
the Executive Committee meeting; and 
said he was representing 7 of the top 10 
riders (one of these didn’t know what 
he was doing); and said that we had to 
have fewer Nationals and supported the 
1-99 change. 

What Romero forgot to say was that 
he was there without the knowledge of 
either of the elected Rider 
Representatives. 

The Executive Committee then began 
cutting the number of Nationals. They 
cut six with purses ranging from $7500 
to $10,000. It was the manner in which 
this was all done that I am opposed to. 

Then on December 13th at Ascot 
Park in Los Angeles there was a race 
held in which afterwards there was a 
meeting. It was a closed meeting of only 
the top 10 or 15 riders. However, care 
was takem that both rider 
representatives, Dick Mann, National 
No. 4, and me, National No. 6, were not 
invited; but word leaked out, and I 
found out about it; although I had to 
promise not to tell how I found out. I 
then invited myself in on the meeting. 
The meeting was in Roxy Rockwood's 
home; and Roxy, being an executive 
committee member, was explaining the 
actions of the last executive meeting. 

He presented the reason for why they 
changed things; such as, changing the 
number system 1-99, and fewer 
Nationals. I was able to present some 
opposing arguments, but contrary to 
what they wanted earlier in the year, 
they now seemed to be for what the 
Executive Committee has done in this 
last meeting. 

In essence what I want is to support 
the racers, and what they want as a 
whole, not just a select group of racers. 

Let’s bring things out in the open, 
and not have secret rider representatives 
and secret meetings with only a handful 
of selected riders present. I would 
encourage anyone to write me with 
either a pro or con opinion on any other 
matters.

I have just finished reading about the 
new National Number system just set up 
by the A.M.A. I think it stinks. Another 
attempt by the AMA to step backwards. 
. Just because Joe Slow happened 
down to Daytona Beach on his 1946 
Norton, qualified 271, was lapped 62 
times in 200 miles, but by virtue of 
finishing the race and gaining national 
points is he now to be considered one of 
the top 99 motorcycle racers in the 
U.S.? 

Another case. Is it fair to take away 
the national number of a rider just 
because he either by choice or financial 
conditions is unable to compete on the 
National circuit? If you were to bring all 
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95 of the national numbers to Graham 
Speedway in Tacoma, Washington there 
wouldn’t be 8 of them making the main 
and only one or two who could beat the 
three current national number riders 
riding there, Yet all three of them are 
going to lose their numbers for next 
year. 

Here is a much more realistic plan. 
Change only the top ten numbers each 
year. (They’re the only ones that count 
anyway) and leave the rest alone. Who 
cares that Joe Slow was 69th in the 
point standings last year. But Sonny 
Burres has been No. 60 ever since I have 
been going to the races. Who cares who 
finished 80th in the point standings, but 
Emil Ahola has been No. 80 for a long 
time. So I feel that the other 89 
numbers should be up to the district 
referees,

THE RIDER MAKES THE 
NUMBER FAMOUS, NOT THE 
OTHER WAY AROUND

The A.M.A. Executive Committee has 
gone against the majority will of the 
Competition Congress; and in a meeting 
after the close of the Competition 
Congress meeting, decided the national 
numbers should be awarded to the top 
99 riders in the national point standings. 

It was, at the time of the annual 
congress meeting, the wil of the 
congress to retain the established 
method of awarding national numbers: 
These 99 numbers traditionally have 
been issued to the most prominent 
riders in each district. There are over 
2000 licensed professional riders in the 
country and we have 99 riders (the most 
prominent, safest, most successful and 
well respected riders from each area) 
who are given special numbers with no 
letter suffix, to designate both to the 
other riders and to the public that he is 
a top echelon journeyman racer. These 
99 numbers have nothing to do with 
National championships as such, but 
they are our way of saying to the racing 
fans all over America that each of these 
men is a top rider from his district. 

We have the only type of show in 
America where a fan can go to the event 
and tell who is who among the top 100 
participants without looking it up in the 
prograni each time. 

Take golf for instance, everyone of us 
could name of 20 top golfers but if you 
went to a tournament and even had a 
program you would have no way of 
telling who was who. i 

We have a better system! In our 
system the rider and his number are 
synomonous year after year. When you 
go to the first race of the year and you 
see National No. 45 you can rest assured 
that he is the great Darrel Dovel; 
however if we adopt the Executive 
Committee ruling Darrel isn’t eligible to 
have a National number. Neither is 
Gordon Dusenberry No. 11N. Gordon 
won more half miles than anybody in 
this district and made over 200 flat 
track points. If you don’t think Gordon 
is a top rider anywhere, you are 
mistaken. Then we come to the problem 
of saying that if we use the point 
system, where number one. is best and 
number 2 isn’t as good and No. 3 is 
worse than 2 and number 4 further 
down yet, by the time you get to 


‘number 16 or 23 or 41 you have 


nobody. If we use a grading system you 


cannot make anybody believe that 
number 98 (who made 2 national 
points) is important. How about 


Laconia where there were not enough 
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MORE ON M.O.R.E. 

"I wish to thank you for the very 
flattering interview in your 13 January 
issue. Several points should be clarified 
as the legislative session had not ended 
at the time Mr. Clayton visited with me 
and the situation has changed 
somewhat. 

1. We were able to totally “КШ” 
Senate Bill 296 which would have 
prohibited motorcycles from “white 
lining, changing lanes, or passing 
another vehicle in the same lane."

entries for the number of national 
points given and a rider will get a 
national number who didn’t ride but 20 
miles in a 100 mile race? 

If we are trying to upgrade the sport, 
then 99 top rated, nationally famous, 
equally ranked riders are a precious few 
in a country of 200,000,000 spectators. 

Therefore, I propose that we vote yes 
to this proposal which says: 

RE. NATIONAL NUMBERS: 
99 National Numbers shall be 
awarded to the A.M.A. Expert 
riders who in the opinion of the 
A.M.A. Staff are the prominent 


riders in each district (without 
specific regard to individual 
performance in national 
championships only). The staff 


shall use the same criteria for 
determining eligibility as they have 
in past years. No national number 
shall be awarded to first year 
Experts. 

The new list just published does not 
do away with “the deadheads who hold 
national numbers” at all. In fact it 
makes it worse. Over half of the new 
number holders were previous number 
holders who simply. have been 
reshuffled. Not one has the same 
number as last year, not one. It is not 
nearly as confusing to the riders as it is 
to the public. 

The motorcycling public who buys 
the merchandise made and sold by the 
manufacturers and who pays his way at 
the race track box office is being 
cheated. We of the A.M.A. have worked. 
for years to build up motorcycling and 
motorcycle. racing for all our country. 
We are now attempting to change the 
identifying number of the best 100 
racers in our country every year, if that 
is good, then everybody who for the last 
15 years has tried to make motorcycling 
easier to follow and understand, must 
be crazy. 

I urge every. reader who has, any 
interest in this matter to write the 
A.M.A. and Cycle News and voice your 
opinion. I take it ‘as an insult that a 
small minority can twist the American 
Motorcycle rules to suit their personal 
aims, against the majority will of the 
A.M.A. Congress. 

Since this meeting was held in the 
western region, and a ‘‘riders 
representative" was needed, why was 
Dick Mann or Mert Lawwill not invited? 

I sincerely urge the A.M.A. Executive 
Committee to seriously consider these 
words. s 










Evel Knievel dosen't sell 
motor cycle jumps, 


he sells a feeling

Robert “Evel’’' Knievel is sitting in 
that tower at Lions Drag Strip engaged 
in a lively conservation on the 
telephone. His back is to a half-dozen 
chairs and their occupants have become 
a bit tense because Evel is unhappy, he 
says, about some of the editing — or 
lack of — on the Merv Griffin Show two 





nights earlier. Evel 


suddenly whirls 
around in his chair and glances at 


everyone while he terminates the 
conversation with well-timed humor. 
Everyone has a good laugh and is 
somewhat relieved. 

Actually, there was little reason to be 
upset in the first place; they would have 
enjoyed the show Evel was putting on if 
they had known him better. Evel was 
quite happy with his appearance with 
Griffin. It’s just the Knievel Way of 
Doing Things. 

Evel Knievel Enterprises is a lucrative 
organization consisting of one man. 
Knievel handles the bookings, payroll, 
exhibition preparation, travel 
arrangements, and, of. course, the 
entertainment. You couldn't find him 
any any situation unless it was 10076 
Evel Knievel. 

Soon after the phone conversation, 
Evel retires to his brand-new 
semi-truck-trailer with a couple of 
journalists from a local daily. Knievel’s 
new semi is a good example of his 
penchant for the opulent. The cab 
portion of it is done in lots of 
mahogany and naugahyde. Custom 
seats, custom everything. A tape player 
that currently holds “Elvis’ Golden 
Hits”. The rearward portion of the 
truck is actually a mobile home. Color 
TV, whirlpool bath, a safe, a bar, a bath, 
a huge closet and lots of mahogany and 
naugahyde. Expensive furniture. Even a 
couple of trophies (lst place Main, 


Columbia Basin Ramblers М.С. 
Ephrates, Wash., 1961.) The trailer 
portion is an elongated affair made 


especially to hold the ramps and other 
personal effects. The whole thing totals 
out to be the longest in the United 
States. 

Other extravagent possessions 
includes a gold cane that he found for 
$35 in Seattle and was offered $35,000 
for by Liberace. The rings he has are 
each valued in sums sounding like a list 
of executive’s salaries. 

One of the journalists points a camera 
at him while the other asks questions 
that should make Evel grit his teeth; 
“How high do you jump?:: "How fast 
are you going?” “Why do you do it?” 
Evel answers each question 
thoughtfully, articulately. He acts as if 
this is the first time around. 

He tells the reporter two things to 
put in the article. “If a father buys his 
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son a motorcycle for his birthday he 
better buy him a helmet or it will be his 
last birthday." A well-rehearsed line, 
eloquently put. Also, “I don’t use any 
narcotics, any drugs, of any kind. You 
put that in capital letters for the kids to 
read." Then Evel says that he drinks 
"that" — he points to a bottle of Austin 
Nichols Wild Turkey Straight Bourbon 
Whiskey — every so often. He and 
several friends finish less than a fifth in 
five days, as it happens. 

Later, he asks the photographer if he 
would like to get a picture with one of 
the motorcycles. He has one of the big

The machines. Two Harley-Daivdson 
XRs painted red, white, and blue with 
“Color Me Lucky”, the working title of 
his movie, inscribed on the gas tank. 
Steve Brackett is an ace mechanic and 
the Milwaukee people assigned him the 
task of keeping them going. Most of his 
work consists of reassuring Knievel that 
the bikes haven’t been tampered with. 
One of them, the stunt bike, is brand 
new; the rings haven't seated 
themselves, so fouling is a bit of a 
problem. Both bikes are supposed to be 
stock but the second one, the jump 
bike, has a slightly beefed-up swing arm. 
As it turns out, the 13-car jump will be 
completed on the stunt bike. 

Evel first practices for Saturday's 
jump the Thursday before. It is the first 
time in three months that he's been 
riding, a fact he repeats often. ‘I’m so 
goddamned tired I can’t walk. I’m liable 
to get hurt.” He means it. Evel suffered 
a freak accident a while back resulting 
in a fractured spine. (He was sitting on 
the bike in a TV studio lot and a car ran 
into him.) He’s doing lots of TV shows 
and the like. Not to mention a 13-car 
jump. Ignoring advice to take it easy, 
Evel has the Harleys started and warmed 
up. After a some docile passes on the 
quarter-mile strip the front wheel begins 
popping up for ever-increasing distances. 
Now he tries to do a wheelie standing 
on the seat but looks very awkward. 
Time has taken its toll, temporarily, and 
Evel rolls to a stop, quite dissatisfied: 
Surprisingly, he gets on the jump bike 
and decides to “practice.” 

Evel Knievel’s “practice jumps” 
would be enough to keep his family 
well-fed for a long time. He hits the 
take-off ramp doing about forty and 
slowly, gracefully launches himself 15 
feet high and lands on a beautiful 
tangent 100 feet away. As smooth as 
grease. After completing a dozen of 
these, he rides by signaling **one more" 
and does a better one. He rides by again, 
"one more". And again, one more. He 
feels less grumpy now and goes in to 
return a call from Sports Illustrated. He 
tells them, “I don't have much strength 
and I don't have any balance.” Evel 
Knievel leaves alone, muttering, “I 
wonder if PII ever be the same,” and 
gets bàck on the stunt bike. 

It is now 10 o'clock Saturday 
morning and Evel is moving his gigantic 
truck around the infield at Lions. One 
wonders how the truck got there since 
the only gate it could have gone through 
doesn’t look wide enough. As a matter 
of fact, Evel did drive it through that 
gate without a scratch while onlookers’ 
jaws hit their navels. Now he wants it 
moved over a couple of fect. Mrs. 
Knievel, a strikingly beautiful woman 
named Linda, hops over a fence to get 
out of the way. Harris Sintelle, a 40ish 
stunt man and number-one assistant to 
Knievel, tidies the area around the ramp 
with a broom. Evel decides to practice a 
bit more. 

Some people filter in while Evel is 
riding. John Downing, a member of the 
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Lions Drag Strip board of directors, has 
brought along his young daughter. She 
covers her eyes when Evel practices his 
leaps. Bruce Barnes of Sports 
Headliners, Inc. arrives to take care of 
some business. A welder shows up to fix 
the safety ramp, a steel mesh that will 
cover up the last three cars. A security 
guard shows up and Evel asks him to 
supply some body- and bike-guards. 

Evel is now operating at full steam 
and he is as happy as he'll be during the 
week. He is handling ten different 
situations at once and each one is being 
handled quickly and efficiently. No one 
resents being given an order because he 
knows how to ask a favor and he knows 
how to show appreciation. He sends 
Downing off to get some Confederate 
flags to line the ramps. He sends Barnes 
off to locate some cars. “Tell them I 
only jump Volkswagens and Johnny 
Lightning cars," he jokes. The welder is 
done and Evel quickly produces a check 
and politely offers thanks. As they 
exchange pieces of paper, the welder, a 
bit dismayed that Evel Knievel is — well 
— not bad at ALL — stammers, “I’m 
pleased to meet you. Hope ya make it!" 
Everyone ignored that last comment. 

Soon -everyone, save Evel, Steve 


Brackett, and a reporter, is off on an 
errand. Can't stop now, the takeoff 
ramp has to be moved. The reporter 
admits he can drive a forklift so that is 
done, too. Many minute adjustments are 
made on the ramp before the star is 





satisfied. This alone takes an hour. 

People come back with errands 
completed and Evel personally erects 
the flags along the both ramps. 

At 2:30 Evel and Linda get into a 
BMW sedan and start to leave, 
exhausted. “Hold it a minute," he 
commands the driver as they pass the 
ramps. He gets out and examines them 
for a few moments. “Honey, when we 
get back that’s gonna have to be moved 
to the left." They retire to a hot bath 
and rest. 

Linda and Evel arrive at the drag strip 
at 7:30, virtually unnoticed. Somebody 
wonders why there was no “grand 
entrance". In the trailer they are 
huddled together gazing at John and 
Yoko Lennon on the color TV. The 


door is constantly being slammed, 
knocked. on, and ‘slammed again as 
dragsters thunder constantly every few 
seconds a few feet from the window. 
Knievel is unnerved but does not show 
it, nor does he refuse entrance to 
anyone. 

'The din finally comes to a halt at 
9:30 and the announcer gives the 
microphone to actor George Hamilton, 
Fanfare Production's' version of Evel 
Knievel. On a signal the real Evel 
Knievel emerges from the trailer. He 
refuses to ride in a Lincoln Continental, 
but asks for a bodyguard. 

He addresses the crowd in a manner 
no different than he would speak to a 
single person; quickly, unemotionally, 
and to the point. He never wastes a 
word or a moment of time. 

The crowd has its collective 
preconceptions and prejudices blown to 
hell. He doesn't sound crazy after all. 
Evel quickly disposes of the stunt 
portion of the show, for a fog has set in 
and the ramps are getting damp. Very 
dangerous. The jump bike has already 
been warmed up and Evel makes two 
runs past the ramps, as planned. Then 
he makes several more as the crowd 
grows tense and a bit angry. The jump 
bike, which hasn’t missed a beat all 
week, has gone sour. It’s the dampness. 
Brackett hasn’t the time to fix it. Evel 
takes the microphone and says “I want 
to get this over as soon as possible...” 
It’s the right thing to say. The crowd is 


now with him all the way. He gets on 
the stunt bike and those who know him 
worry. 

Some more passes and Evel signals 
the crowd, thumbs up. He positions 
himself in front of the ramp as the noise 
steadily diminishes. A sudden burst of 
acceleration and Evel Knievel is up, 
floating to the staccato strobes of a 
thousand cameras. He comes down hard 
on the rear wheel, and then the front 
one. The impact nearly tearing his hands 
from the bars. The suspension is 
compressed completely and when it 
rebounds a fraction of a second later the 
bike goes into a bad wobble, Evel strains 
at the bars and keeps the machine 
upright, coasting out of the flood lights.

INDIAN DUNES STAGES DOUBLEHEADER

VALENCIA, CALIF., Jan. 3, 1971 — 
On the third day of New Years John 
DeSoto latched onto a group of the 
most unbreakable motocross pros in 
America at the Indian Dunes Classic, 
and he displayed all of the gentleness of 
a bull elephant turned loose in a crystal 
factory. 

In a field which crawled with talent, 
the only thing that DeSoto was unable 
to shatter was all of the raucous racket 
that unloaded out of Chuck Minert's 
machinery — and that was probably 
because the big thumper was too far 
back-trail from the “Flying Hawaiian.” 

While placing his motorcycle into 
astounding leaps that just teased the hell 
out of the law of gravity, DeSoto taught 
motocross to Mike Runyard, Mark 
Blackwell, Jim Wilson, John Rice, Jim 
West, Tim Hart, Billy Payne and Tom 
Rapp, among others. And when it was 
all over, DeSoto found himself one of 
the highest paid professors in the racing 
business for his day’s work. 

The three racers who were able to 
mount the most serious challenge were 
Runyard, Rapp and Blackwell, the, 
17-year-old tiger who threw his Husky 
around the slippery course with great 
audacity. Blackwell, who had blown his 
engine during an earnest practice 
session, had to display his talent for the 
remainder of the day on spare parts and 


ts. 

In the first heat for the “big boys", 
DeSoto gave the large crowd lining the 
track an idea of just what to expect for 
the remainder of the motos as he 
finished in front of Rapp, Runyard and 
West. But in the second go-round, the 
“Flying” one tossed the money sack — 
with his name already on it — smack 
into the pit trees, and up for grabs. 

What had happened was this: DeSoto 
was enjoying a fairly lengthy lead in the 
opening laps of that second event for 
the Open equipment, when suddenly 
Runyard shook looose from the rest of 
the pack and was closing ground so 
swifty on DeSoto that it looked for all 
the world. like Silky Sullivan — the 
eighty-length-from-behind racehorse 


t 
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that was around a few years ago — had 
finally convinced his pooh-poohers...! 

DeSoto's gas petcock had come loose 
and every time he put that roaring 
machinery of his sideways over a jump, 
his leg would shut off the fuel. Not 
EVEN DeSoto can win one that way so 
Runyard zipped on by for the victory, 
DeSoto 2nd, Rapp 3rd. 

When the last heat for the pros got to 
the start line the nuts, bolts and 
petcocks on DeSoto's bike were tighter 
than the cap on a jug of glue. And when 
the green flag flew, spectators got the 
idea that Johnny was angry at 
something or other. Cutting his second 
lap at two minutes, one second — about 
a minute faster than the course record 
had been — he awed the crowd with his 
fantastic display of total moto savvy: 
staggering leaps through the blustery 
wind; caroming from the sides of steep 
banks; full-lock slides around tight 
turns. He had it all together; Runyard 
finished 2nd, Blackwell was 3rd. 

The Open Senior winner was Bryar 
Holcomb, scoring one of three 
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grandslams of the afternoon on his 
new-sponsored Greeves, as he turned 
back Dick Bevans, Tom Zahnter, Mike 
Bast (who also had a blown engine) and 
25 others. 

The 250 Senior events were 
dominated by the super-swift Ricky 
Shirey, sponsored by: Dick Allen’s 
Newhall Yamaha, as Rick  Allen's 
Newhall Yamaha, as Rick exploded for 
a couple of wins and one 2nd. 

Wayne Sullivan rode out a grand slam 
against the Div. B 250 Juniors, as he 
out-finished Joe Bonello and Bill 
Stanley. 

Harry Everets (Puch), the Belgium 
National Champion, grabbed the 125 
Senior win as he zipped to three 
hard-fought victories over Bryar 
Holcomb. Hercules Distributing and the 
Puch factory brought their two fine 
riders to this country for the Dunes 
Classic. Everets and Christian Governeur 
were a complete show by themselves,

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VALENCIA, CAL., Jan. 1, 1971 — A 
three-day sand scrambles exploded into 
the biggest weekend of motorcycle 
racing ever held at Indian Dunes Park. 

Palm Springs weather again prevailed 
as 200 scalp-hunting racers gathered on 
a track which had been meticulously 
manicured by event promoters Ernie 
Alexander and George Conrad. This 
time the course was bone-dry and 
rocket-fast. 

In a combined Open Am-Ex-Novice 
go, the seasoned Gene Fetty tangled 
with the throttle-stretching Johnny 
Rice, and Rice ended the day with more 
troubles than a cowboy on a burred 
bronc. 

Rice went down in one turn so hard 
that the ground got hurt. He was so far 
behind the rest of the troops at the 
starts that it would have been luckier if 
his engine had blown. 

But good riders are good, because 
they've learned to float in a rising tide 
without water wings. Rice wouldn’t 
have quit if he had had an attack of 
appendicitis. By the time he got that big 
dude of his in fifth gear, the racers that 
he went smoking past must have 
thought they were still in low. 

Responsible for smooth and rapid 
victories in both the 125 and 250 
Am-Ex. slugfests was a whirlwind 
named Dave Rodgers. 

Wayne Cook trounced the 100cc 
Novice bunch. While Jeff “The 
Wrecker” Wecker continued his 
“Dunes” win streak as he punctured the 
balloons of 36 swift 125 novices. 

A field which contained 52 eager 250 
novices, tugged, grunted and wrestled 
their machinery around the course for 
the better part of an hour, and when it 
was going into the books as a final, most 
of them wouldn’t have been able to spot 
their leader — Bill Barker — with a 
60-power telescope.

SADDLEBACK PARK, CAL., Jan. 10, 
1971 — To see American riders compete 
successfully in international 
competition is the dream of many 
American motorcyclists and sportsman.

SAN DIEGO, CALIF., Dec. 1970 —

determining the world champion of 
English Trials. Central to the 
fund-raising effort was Sunday's event, 
fittingly called “El Trial De Espana.” 
All of the profit from the trials is to be 
used to send Bob Nicholson and Kevin 
Walker to the Spanish trials. 

Normally the profit from an event of 
this type is not very large because what 
comes in usually goes out in the form of 
trophies to the various winners. The 
club, realizing this, solicited trophies 
from the people who make the most 
money from the sport, the bike 
manufacturers. They were wildly 
successful. Ossa, the company that 
makes the club’s namesake contributed 
some beautiful cups. Doug Yerkes, head 
of Bultaco Western, contributed some 
trophy-models of Spanish galleons.

“It's only one dab!” 
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engraved with a motorcycle scene were 
the gift of Permanyer S.H., which 
somehow translates to the Montesa 
factory. But the most spectacular 
trophies were those donated by a 
Spanish motorcycle magazine, 
Motociclismo. These were two swords 
made in the famous Toledo steel works, 
which makes them about the best 
money can buy. Each sword was about 
4 feet long and beautifully engraved. 

Although the trophies guaranteed a 
good turnout for the trials, the entry 
fees alone were not enough to furnish 
the needed bread, so a raffle was held at 
the same time. First prize was one of 
Steen’s newest products, their F-100 
minibike which has a retail value of 
somewhat over $400. It was won by 
Don Williams. Somewhat overshadowed, 
but still worthy of mention was the 
second place raffle prize, a pair of Full 
Bore books from Yankee. Chuck 
Cooper of Lakewood won these. 

The trials was engineered so that 
everyone could ride and, at least in 
theory, have a fair chance to win some 
of the gold. There were classes for 
Experts, Amateurs, ‘Novices, Women, 
Kids and Press. Since all classes except 
Press and Experts rode the same traps, 
the level of difficulty was something of 
a compromise. The Experts and 
Amateurs also rode the same course, but 
they had a couple of more difficult 
traps to negotiate as well. The Press 
section had a completely different set of 
traps which were run through after the 
main event. 

The course for the main trials 
consisted of14 total sections which were 
to be ridden twice. Most of them were 
fairly easy, laid out in_ 
Saddleback sandwashes. One section

which put rather more emphasis on 
horsepower than riding skill, but no one 
seemed particularly bent out of shape 
about it. Another section was a curvey 
little gem first laid out by Mike 
Jackson’s crew for the Press Trial of a 
month back. A little more originality 
might have been in order for an event of 
this importance, but perhaps I’m 
nitpicking. The special sections for the 
Experts were laid out in the grove of 
trees adjacent to the picnic area, in a 
kind of ravine that has seen about 1,000 
or so different traps. There seem to be 
almost limitless possibilities for new 
traps, and each new set becomes more 
difficult than the last. Even Trials 
Master Bob Nicholson, who was riding 
unofficially, managed to fall a couple 
times in one of them. They were tough. 

Most exuberant winner was first 
place novice, Charlie McHose, 
looked so happy that I asked him if it 


„was his first win. “No,” he grinned, “it’s 


about my third." I asked him how he 
liked the course. “It was pretty easy but 
there were two tough sections. One was 
that long hill.” Charlie has a perfect 
score, no lost points! First place Expert 
was L.S. Lebitt, whose score was minus 
four. First Amateur was Lonny Ortiz 
with -12. 

The very beautiful sword of Toledo 
went to the top woman rider, Amateur 
Carol Stone. Carol did not ride in the 
Women’s class. That class was won by 
Barbara Wilson with -21. First place in 
the kid’s class was Brian Mayercell. 

One kid got a real surprise. Jim 
Wilson, whom most people know as a 
motocross star, actually started his 
career as a trials rider. To encourage 
other youngsters to start the same way, 
he instituted a perpetual trophy about 
four feet high to go the Best Young 
Rider each year. This year the trophy 
was won by 16 year old Mark Eggar, 
who only managed to gulp, “Thank 
You!” About that time the announcer 
called for a ride-off between the riders 
in the novice class who were tied for 
third place. There were five of them 
including Malcolm Smith. Malcolm 
Smith?! 

First place in the Press class went to 
Tony Murphy, editor of M/C Sport?in a 
fiercely contested battle he managed to 
beat out such stalwarts as Joe Parkhurst 
and Chuck Clayton. Tony is our hero. 

I asked Bob Nicholson, who was one 
of the beneficiaries of all this, how he 
expected to do in Spain. “Better than I 
did today,” he said. “Actually, we don’t 
expect to do too well, but it’s sure going 
to be a fun ride. We'll learn a lot and see 
what the guys are riding there.”

CARLSBAD, CAL., Jan. 10, 1971 — A 
whopping 560 entrants kicked off the 
first meet of the Steen's Metisse Trophy 
Motocross Series today and it resulted 
in the CMC becoming less lax about its 
rules for entries. 

Out of the entries, 183 arrived by 
mail on time and the rest, nearly 400, 
arrived late. This, said CMC veep Kelvin 
Franks, makes it very difficult to return 
the entries, He added more people were 
turned away at the gates, making for 
even more ill feelings. 

“All we can do is be hard-nosed and 
shut the late ones out from now on,” 
Franks said. He also stated that in the 
remainder of the series all entries will be 


by mail only — no exceptions — and 


even then entries may be turned away if 
a pre-determined rider limit is reached 
in a specific class. The class size will be 
in proportion to its current popularity. 


Intermediate and beat nearly all of the 
Experts, said that the unidentified rider 
“nearly knocked me over.”

COW PALACE TO KENYON

SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF., Jan. 2, 
1971 — Al Kenyon started the year 
right. He earned his Expert plate and at 
his first race, he drew a full house — 
heat ‘race win, semi win, trophy dash 
win and the best of all, the 15-lap main 
event. 

What with the Yamaha Silver Cup 
moving to the Madison Square Garden 
in New York City and a short track 
national at the Houston Astrodome, all 
in this month of January, Kenyon could 
surprise the steady troops on the 
national scene, and become racing's 
biggest money winner. 

The Kenyon Racing Team also fared 
well with five of the ten main event 
entries involved and the first three to 
take the checkered were Kenyon 
sponsored. This combination of riders 
and machines has thoroughly dominated 
the indoor racing scene these winter 
months and the team will be a tough 
combination to beat in the new year. 

The night’s action consisted of 85 
riders in ten qualifying heats, which was 
a lower than normal entry as many of 
the regulars were without 1971 licenses. 
Jim Odom wanted to run in preparation 
for the Madison Square Garden event, 
but referee Masterson had checked with 
the AMA in Ohio and had a list of those 
applications received. Odom was not on 
the list. Some claimed to have sent in 
their requirements as early as October 
and still had not received their licenses. 

The four fast qualifying heats were 
scored by Dave Hansen, Kenyon, Mike 
O’Brien and Bill Morgan. Interestingly 
enough, this consisted of a national 
number, Expert, Junior and Novice, 
respectively listed. 

Kenyon’s qualifying was fastest at 
57.63 secs. so he led off Heat One and 
took it easily on his new short track 
Bultaco, 

Novice Mike O’Brien took a fast 
break from the start to lead Jeff 
Hammond and Chal DeCecco to the 
checkered in Heat Two. 

Al Ludwigsen capitalized the third 
heat with a fast jump in front of Bob 
Scally and Bill Morgan, who remained 
quite close to take 2nd and 3rd. George 
Carter brought up fourth spot after a 
battle with Len Hatton who wound up 
in the hay bales. 

Dave Hansen, sporting his newly won

national number, ran away with Heat 
Four. 

In the semi's, Kenyon was again 
fastest but by only .14 secs. over 
Hansen’s time. Morgan was eliminated 
when his front end washed out and Russ 
Powell made the last transfer to the 
main while regaining his “Black Bart” 
image when he downed another rider he 
was passing. It was all part of racing and 
unintentinal although some of the 
nearly 1,700 paid spectators booed and 
hooted. 

Expert Terry Sage won the 10-lap 


consolation event with a raging battle 
following. Frank Gillespie, Les Costanza 
and Steve Foster were all battling for 
second with Gillespie finally appearing 
to have it packed in. But as usual, just 
when you think it's all sewed up, 
something happends, and in this case 
Gillespie, all of a sudden fell off the 
pace and finally ground to a halt with 
the rear wheel locked.

The Hayward club got the most 
trophies for the day as Bill Scarlett 
easily won the 125 Div. II moto and 
Dan Dawson took a third in Div. II of 
the 250 Novice class.

Grossi, Lackey Dominate Cycle 


GILROY, CALIF., Jan. 1, 1971 — To 
ring in the year, the newly formed San 
Mateo County Motorcycle Association 
assembled a play day at Cycle Hills. 
Approximately 2,000 people attended 
this get together which consisted of a 
moto-x, trials, and a few fun events for 
the mini-bike set. 

This first event, held in Santa Clara 
County, was put on to raise money for 
the Association’s continued activities. 
The reason it was put on in Santa Clara 
instead of San Mateo County is one of 
the reasons for the organization of the 
association — that of acquiring land for 
the purpose of motorcycling. San Mateo 
has no real estate for the rider and 
actually has a law against riding some 
trails. 

This 'Britchgi law could put a 
-motorcycle rider in the county slammer 
(jail) for 6 months and also relieve him 
of $500 for riding on a posted horsey 
trail paid for by public tax monies. The 
Association's first official act was aimed 
at this law. The S.M.C.M.A. backed 
Arien Gregorio in the November 
election, for state Senator, against 
Britchgi and won. Gregorio is a 
conservationist but he also is a 
motorcycle rider and is sympathetic 
towards the needs of the cyclist. 

After the election was critiqued, 
both sides agreed that the association 
had decisively affected the campaign. 

Santa Cruz star Bob Grossi 
devastated the Open Senior motos and 
was well received by the assembled as a 


great rider. The Course was excellent 
and just about the right composition for 
this type of event: Snotty with a layout 
was similar to the Inter-Am course. 

Grossi was extremely fast and 
smooth as silk with feet-up slides and 
hill climbing on the pegs. 

Brad Lackey was master of the 250cc 
Sr. events and when he wasn’t leading 
the pack around in that class he could 
be seen riding in all the other classes, on 
the same 250 C-Z. He even jumped in 
behind Grossi at one point but he 
eventually fell by the wayside. 

In the second 250 Sr. moto, Russ 
Powell caught up to Lackey, but once 
Brad knew he was there, the distance 
spread. These two will again do battle 
when the Trans-AMA resumes. 

In the first division of the 250 Jr. 
class Gary Nauman devastated all 
comers on his Bultaco in a C-Z frame. 
This combination borders on the 
sensational as the Bultaco power is 
better suited when put in the lighter C-Z 
chassis. Nauman only had difficulties 
when he would neglect to turn when 
necessary and begin to cut his own 
trails. Young Martin Towne was his 
competition. 

The mini-bike short track was the 
most fun for the. junior set with Pete 
Heath riding to the win on a Sachs and 
Mike Adolph sliding around on the high 
side for second on Bob Goodman's 
mini-enduro.-

although this time they had to work a 
little harder for their 55-53 win. 

To emphasize the strength of the 
local side, or rather the weakness of the 
touring team, is the fact that Australian 
mainstay, Kangaroo captain and highest 
point scorer in all previous series both in 
England and Australia, — Jim Airey — 
has declined to take part in the Tests 
this season. Airey is in dispute with 
Aussie promoters over appearance 
money rates. 

Australia has relied heavily upon 
younger talent this year and, employing 
a “horses for courses" policy, has really 
struck pay dirt. 

Top point scorer to date is a young 
South Australian rider, Laurie Hodgson. 
This lad was virtually unknown before 
the Tests kicked off but suddenly he has 


become the rage of the country’s dirt 


tracks. 

He has received solid backing from 
colorful Sydney rider’ John Langfield 
and stand-in captain Chum Taylor, a 
veteran of over 20 years racing. Taylor 
hails from Perth. 

Next four Tests in the seven match 
series will be staged in Sydney and 
Brisbane. 

The big Sydney Showground track is 
expected to provide another stumbling 
block for the British team and it is quite 
probable Australia will go through the 
series unbeaten. 

While no credit should be taken from 
the performance of the ‘Roos, much 
criticism must be laid on the British 
team. 

The side is undoubtedly the weakest 


to tour this country and is a disgrace to 
the.Lions jackets. 

` There are only six fully fit members, 
instead of the usual seven which the 
Australian promoter's contract calls for, 
and three of these are almost useless on 
the fast, racy Australian tracks — as 
each of the riders has proven in the past. 

The team is: Nigel Boocock (captain), 
Ken McKinlay, Chris Pusey, Bob Kilby, 
Arnold Haley and Roy Trigg. 

Only Boocock, Pusey and Haley have 
ridden with the dash their reputations 
carry. 

McKinlay, Trigg and Kilby — 
although fliers in the British League — 
are well out of sorts in Aussie and seem 
unable to adjust. 

Seventh member of the team is Jim 
McMillan but his worth is as a spectator 
only and the English Control Board 
deserves the severest admonishment for 
allowing McMillan to take his place in 
the squad. 

The forceful young Scot broke a leg 
in a test in Sweden three months ago ' 
and was actually replaced by Tony 
Clarke for the Aussie tour. 

Then the powers-that-be declined to 
let Clarke travel and instead sanctioned 
the inclusion of an UNFIT McMillan in 
the team — a grave error and one that 
has all Australia fighting mad. 

In a nutshell, Australian promoters 
and audiences are really being taken for 


a ride with the unattractiveness of the 


British team this season. 
McMillan missed the first Test, rode 
three races in the second match and is

AMA Provides All- 
Members Insurance 


For years the American Motorcycle 
Association has offered its professional 
riders an insurance policy considered 
outstanding for those in an admittedly 
hazardous business. However, among 
the membership there has been a 
compelling interest in blanket insurance 
that would cover the AMA member who 
doesn’t race. Many contributions to the 
1970 Competition Congress agenda 
suggested examination of a 
total-membership insurance plan. This, 
of course, was a problem that the 
Congress itself could not take action on,

but the desires of the delegates in this 
regard were forwarded to the staff and 
Executive Committee as 
recommendations. 

By November, 1970, the time of the 
Congress, negotiations with a major 
insurance carrier were already near 
completion, and now the association has 
adopted an all-membership policy that 
becomes effective January 1, 1971. This 
makes the AMA the only association of 
its type on Earth to provide life and 
medical benefits to all of its members, 
whether they are professional 
competitors, amateur competitors, or 
non-competitive riders. The AMA is the 
only association to provide this kind of 


total coverage for such a large 
membership. 

Through the benefits provided by a 
large. insurance carrier, the AMA 
member now receives with his 


membership a policy that protects him 
in his motorcycling activities anytime 
and anywhere, even while riding on the 
road. 

All AMA members are covered by 
$1,000.00 accidental death and 
dismemberment benefits in connection 
with a motorcycle at anytime 
throughout the world. This is applicable 
whether the member is riding as a driver 
or passenger, off or on the road, or 
while spectating at a motorcycle event. 

In addition, all members 
participating in AMA sanctioned 
amateur road or off-road competition 
receive up to $10,000.00 medical 
coverage that will pay 75% of all 
medical expenses in excess of $25.00. 
Benefits of $5,000.00 are received for 
accidental death or dismemberment for 
all those participating in AMA 
sanctioned events. These benefits apply 
to all categories of sanctioned activity, 
whether of a road or off-road nature. 

No additional fee is charged for any 
portion of the AMA blanket coverage. It 
is included as just one of the many 
benefits of membership in the AMA, 
Furthermore, it does not conflict with 
or cancel any other insurance that an 
AMA member may possess. 


AMA To Launch TV 
Campaign 


Recognizing the educational value of 
television, and its potent influence on 
national trends and public attitudes, the 
American Motorcycle Association has 
begun work on a public safety campaign 
that will be submitted to the fifty top 
U.S. television markets in the spring of 
1971. 

As a requirement for its license, 
every television station in the United 
States must provide a certain amount of 
free time for public service messages. Of 
these, highway safety messages are some 
of the most frequently used. By putting 
its motorcycle publicity in terms of 
highway safety, the association can 
receive a huge return in comparison to 
the investment. A similar public safety 
campaign studied by the AMA gave its 
sponsors $50,000.00 worth of television 
air time for a $3,500.00 investment. 
The AMA campaign is expected to have 
proportionate results. 

With the desire to improve the 
motorcyclist’s image and the public 
respect for his vehicle, the AMA will be 
aiming its message at automobile 
operators, encouraging them to watch 
for motorcycles and treat them with the 
respect due all motor vehicles. The 
three-fold purpose is to improve the 
traffic manners of motorists, to elevate

Many times a rider wishes he had the tools and equipment to do the 
work on his machine at home in his garage, but when he walks into a 
well. equipped shop and sees the array of tools that confront him, he 
suddenly has visions of bankruptcy. It may not occur to him that all 
these tools are needed by the shop because they work on a number of 
brands and a great number of models, while the average rider has only 
one machine to worry about. 

Of course outfitting the home workshop has a lot to do with how 
much cash you can lay out for tools. The best way is to set a little aside 
each payday and buy a few tools at a time. This way it won't be missed 
so much and the woman who shares your fortunes will be less apt to 
make you sleep in the garage with the tools when she finds out you spent 
the money for them. 

You should: concern yourself with essential items first. For instance, 
an electric grinder with a grindstone and a wire wheel is as handy as a shirt 
pocket, but it is also expensive. If you feel that you must have one, 
check the misc. column of your local want ads in the newspaper, 
sometimes you can pick up some real bargains. Here are a few items that 
you will find handy to have around and that do not cost an arm and a leg 
to own. 


BASEN ee 
An absolute must if you own a motorcycle is 
an ‘Impact Driver’. This one is sold by 
Snap-on for about eight dollars and it lasts 
forever. For removing even the most stubborn 
screws, it cannot be beat. It will not only 
take the screwdriver tips shown here, but will 
accept sockets as well. 


An example of a service department's special 
tools. The average rider has no use for a 
collection such as this. While some are 
universal tools, many are special for certain 
machines and if you do not own one of these 
machines, the tool would be useless.

Ignoring remakrs about ‘hammer mechanics’, 
you should invest in a couple of the 
'candy-axe' type hammers. There is no need 
for a steel hammer. A good brass hammer and 
a plastic-tipped mallet as pictured will do all 
that is needed. They are fairly cheap from any 
tool department in the large department 
stores. 


Proper screwdrivers are a must. You should 
have a wide variety of both phillips and 
regular, sothat you will have the correct 
screwdriver for the job. What ruins most 
screw heads as well as the screwdriver is using 
the wrong size tool.

A large variety of pliers is not necessary, but 
in addition to the regular type, a pair of 
Channel-Locks can be very useful. Also pick up 
a set of needle-nose and some side cutters. If 
you can afford them, a set of inside and 
outside snap ring pliers is a good investment. 


also pick up a few extensions of different 
lengths. Get a spark plug socket to fit your 
particular machine. Some bikes will not 
accept a socket to remove the plug, so check 
before you invest the money.

If your machine is made anywhere but in 
England or the United States, you will need a 
set of metric wrenches. This set is made by 
Thorsen and is a good reliable set at a decent 
price that covers most of the sizes you will 
need. 


If you have an English machine, you will need 
Whitworth tools. These are a little harder to 
come by. The wrench set if from 
Wheelsport, an accessory distributor, 
while the socket set is similar to those sold by 
Hap Jones Dist. Co., Rocky Cycle Co., or The 
Flanders Co. Flanders also has a пісе 
assortment of combination wrenches that are 
a little more reasonable than Snap-On or 
Bonney.

For changing tires (if you wish to attempt it 
yourself) there are any number of tools 
available; most of those that are included in 
the tool kit with the machine are sufficient, 
but you may wish to purchase one like the 
Yamaha one that has a 23mm wrench on one 
end, or a set of the Harley-Davidson ones as 
shown that will work on the most stubborn of 
tires. 


If you wish to spend a little more to make uie 
job easier, this special tire tool designed by 
Aragon and distributed by his firm makes tire 
changing a simple job. One end of the tool is 
used to remove the tire and the other end for 
installing it. Used correctly, it is almost 
impossible to pinch a tube. 


While a dial indicator is getting into the realm 
of very expensive tools, it really is the best 
thing to set 2-stroke ignition timing. Pictured 
here are the ones for Yamaha and Suzuki, the 
best thing is to make sure that the one you 
get is the right one for your machine. 


For the big four-stroke machines, the timing 
devices are different and again you should 
find out what your particular machine needs. 
Here is a timing degree wheel for a Triumph 
with various timing and TDC tools for 
different models. On the late models, these 
are not necessary as they are set up to be 
timed with a timing light. If you should 
purchase a timing light, get a good one that 
uses an external power source. 


Essential for timing any engine except where 
the timing light is used, is one of these things, 
commonly referred to as a 'buzz-box'. One is 
made by Dunleer in the U.S., the other is 
Japanese and can be ordered from a Suzuki or 
Honda dealer. Yamaha also makes on that 
uses a dial instead of a light and a buzz. Cost: 
$20.00 approx. 


If you have a flywheel magneto on your 
machine, you will have to have the correct 
puller to remove it. Shown here are various 
types of flywheel pullers along with a 
flywheel holding tool that is adjustable for 
different makes, it is available from Rocky 
Cycle Co. in Redwood City, Calif. for about 
$4.00. It must be obtained through your 
dealer as they do not sell retail. 


For more than routine maintenance, you will 
probably need special tools such as these fork 
tools for stripping various forks. Before 
embarking on any special job, check to see 
what special tools are needed and whether the 
cost of the tools will offset the savings of 
doing it yourself. 


Handy gadgets to have are a compression and 
a tire pressure gauge. While this gauge on the 
left is a little more elaborate than the normal 
one found at the local gas station, it is a lot 
more accurate. 


If you have a collection of pneumatic tools 
like this, you couldn't get along without an 
air compressor. But while air-driven tools are 
nice, they are usually beyond the financial 
scope of the average rider. A small compressor 
is handy to have in your shop if for nothing 
else than to clean off freshly washed parts. 


EVEL 


The crowd explodes, 15,000 voices 
bellowing admiration.

- of strobelights punctuates his conquest. 


Evel Knievel doesn't sell motorcycle 
jumps, he sells a feeling that only a 
precious few people can give. 

The next morning, Evel visited Long 
Beach Memorial Hospital to find out 
that he had dislocated the steel plate in 
his hip. That afternoon on crutches he 
supervised the loading of the ramps. 

At one point, Evel was explaining the 
reason for the perfection he demands. 
*[f you're racing Friday," he says, “and 
your bike quits you can always get off 
and come back next Friday. But if 
you're going 60 miles an hour and your 
bike quits when you hit the ramp your 
nose is going to land right here." He 
taps the front of the safety ramp with 
his cane. You'll never come back." He 
ponders that for a moment. "Well, 
maybe in six months, if you're tough."
